The commerce of 1890 was the largest 
for any year in the Uatoty of tlie gov- 
ernment M]t to thfit time, exceeding the 
commerce of the j>rior vear by the sum 
of iJ;l5'.»,(J0(i. ()()(). Hij that the value of the 
total commerce of the last fiscal year ex- 
ceeded the total value of the commerce 
of 1889byi|;241,T'J7.869. Our total com- 
merce rturiuK the past fiscal year 
amounted tt) i:l ,729,33n,H!»U. 

It is noted that tliere is an increase in 
our imports of merchandise, in the order 
of maK:nitnde. tlie following articles: 
Coffee, tin-plate, hides and skin, fruits, 
chemicals and <lrngs.

MURDER IN THE SECOND DEQREE 



Tha Vo»it Anxlene Wait at Laat Bronght 
tm a Close — Ksritiii( Seeoes In tka Court 
Roosi Durlii( tha Laat Honrs of the 
Tiiai-iiuwtfce PHaoMT Jtooolvod His 
Seatenoo. 

CoLriocs, O., July 29.— The long, 
anxious wait of the Elliott jury is at an 
end. AMO:CO yesterday tiie jury tiletl 
iiifu the court room and announced that 
William .1. Klliott had been fonnd guilty 
of umrder in the second degree for the 
killing of Albert C. Osborne on the 2d of 
Febniary last. The verdict is no sur- 
prise; as the long wait of tUa twelve nn n 
in their room had given oat the impre- 
sion that there was Home ddubt !is to the 
grade of tlie crime and that it' there was 
not Mime disagreement thevndkitwoald 
be tis rendered. 

.Indge Pugli arrived at the court 
house about 9 o'clock, and as he receiveil 
no advice that tiie jury was ready to re- 
port to him. he rejiaired to his private 
room to await their call, (ieneral Pow- 
ell. (■iil.'!iel 'j'aylor and Captain IJarger, 
counsel lor the defense, arrived a tew 
•uinutes before 10 o'cliK'k, aixl afier lin- 
. -roi.i a few minutes in the corridor, 
entered the court l oum and took their 
a<;customed fxwiitions in front of tlu* 
judge's bencii. .lust after them entered 
.ludge Fugh. and euining to lliedocr 
called out to Doorkeeper Wilson, who 
was back in the room, |i;e.<ntiial)ly to 
have him prei)are to resist the rush of 
the t;reat niob out in the coiTidors. 

Tlie next instant Sheriff Custer, Dep- 
uties Koss and Carjienter entered and 
took positions over where the pris. .ner 
sat, thus adding new eviden. . li , i e 
jury was ready to come down. ,V nnu 
ute or two later Mrs. W. .1. I Jlioti and 
chililren. Miss Maroiiey. her sister, and 
Mr. M.ironey, her brother, came in. At 
10:19 .lailer Marvin Custer entered 
throngh the closed passageway from the 
jail with the prisoner. W. J. P^lliott 
wore a look of intense anxiety and ap- 
peared somewhat nervous. While wait- 
mg for the jury to be brought in he held 
an earnest conversation with his attor- 
neys. He was holding his youngest boy 
on liis knee when the jury filed into the 
\h)x to make known the seal of fate 
which had been stamped upon liis future 
life. 

.Indge Pugli eutere<l and ascended to 
the bench at 10:20, and waj< closely fol- 
lowed by the jury. The crowd in the 
corridor made a scramble to gain ad- 
mission to the already packed court 
room, and there was not breathing room 
scareely when a couple of htindred more 
persons squeezed in. All being ready. 
.Judge Pugh directed Criminal Clerk 
Mitchell to call the roll, and Uiis being 
done Judge Pugh inquired if they had 
agreed on a verdict, which brought out 
the response from F'oreman Pegg. "we 
have." Pudge Pugh then asked that the 
verdict be haiide<i up, which was done. 
Judge Pugh held the verdict in hfi left 
hand and dreV the entry in the criminal 
docket. As ho handed the verdict to 
Clerk Mitchell to be read, he admon- 
ished the aodienoe not to inaalga in any 
demonstrations. 

Tlie snspeuse of the gi-eat crowd was 
intense wwle Clerk >Iit<'hell read the 
preliminary lines of the verdict. When 
that point was rea<.died where the ver- 
dict read, "We, the jurj-. etc., find the 
defendent, W. J. Elliott," Miss Nellie 
Maroney screamed out and fell back in 
her brother's arms in a faint, she evi- 
dently expected the next words would 
be "guilty of morder in the first de- 
gree." Qerk Mitchell paused for a few 
seconds and then went on to read "not 

Silty of murder in the first degree, bnt 
find him guilty of murder in tlie 
asoood degree." 'When tlieee words 
were spoken Elliott ptilled bis Grand 
Army button from the buttonhole in 
the lapl of his coat and thsew it 
Piously at the jury. Instead of weak- 
ening, W. J. £llk>tt grew more re- 
venmfal, and his fiaee took on a tank of 
wiMiest anger. Mrs. Elliott did not 
ihed a tear, tmt the excitement was so 
great that she probably could atrt 
realise at the time what the verdict 
mssnt The children all began to cry 
iirtisd Mrs. Maroney fainted. 

The scene was a most heart-rending 
one, and brooi^t tears to the eyes of 
Foreman Pegg, while the other mem- 
bers ot the jury bowed their heads in 
moumfal silence. When thejnrywas 
polled, and each tai ttua were asked if 
''the verdict jnst read was their 
verdict," Claude C. Aabert responded, 
"yes, me," in a stronger, firmer vofee 
than aaf •( the otlier jnrors, thns indi- 
oatingthat he has stood from the first 
for morder in the second degree. The 
jury liave vowed that they wUl never 
disclose how they stood on any of the 
ballots, and 'thus it will probably never

New Tomc, July 29.— Several letters 
from Curaooa arrived here on the last 
ship from that place. They diifer from 

one atiothi'r in ib'tails. but all agive in 
BJiying tli.it tlie Americ.m barkentine 
C'uracoa. which sailed from New York 
on .Tune J.{ and arrived at Curacoa July 
I ,', liail been seized on July 15 for trying 
to knd ammunition at the chief port on 
the island, Willenwtad. 

One of the letters is dated Joly 17, 
and the writer says that the Dutch offi- 
cials discovered that firearms and am- 
munition, such as revolvers, cartridges, 
etc., were stowed away on board. Every 
package of got^ds was immediately 
opened and examined by them, and at 
last one hundred large cases were fbnnd. 

The manifest is said by the corre- 
spondent to have called for "oases ol 
soap," and he says also that a black pe<l- 
dler named Manna, who has since dis- 
appeared, is suspected of being impUcat- 
ed. A strong impression prevuls in 
government eudes at Curacoa that the 
contraband articles were to be smuggled 
to HaytL The barkentine has been 
towed to the powder magazine and i-"^ 
held by the government. The Coraooa 
is a well known vessel. 

She has a register of 809 tons and was 
built in Horton, Nova Scotia. She is now 
owned by Fonlke & Company .New York. 
Thev received a letter from their agent 
at Willemstad yesterday. He cAnlirms 
the story of the seizure of the vessel, 
but says there were only forty cases of 
powder al>oard and no arms of any kind. 
A reporter had a talk with a in«nb«r of 
the farm. 

He said positively that they had no 
knowlege of the fact that contraband 
arti( les had been siiii)ped. but that the 
c aptain whom they implicitly trusted up 
to the present time, must have known 
that the goods were aboard before the 
vessel started to unload. The restric- 
tions on bringing jKiwder or any kind of 
tirearms into the island of ( "urocoa with- 
out authority are so extremely strict 
that the conse(|uenc.'> are likely to be 
unplo;isant to the ( aptain and otl'.ers im- 
I)licated if the olTeu'-e is proved. 

The iK'iialty is imi)risonnient and a 
heavy fine. The Dutch, who own the 
i.sland, adoj ti-d ftiese stringent mensuref 
because years ago ( "nracoa was a start- 
in;' jdace for all sorts of exiM'ditions t( 
aid in revolutions in Venezuela and 
Hayti. The Dutch consul, John R. 
I'laten, lias received merely ail Offlfial 
notilicatiuu of the seizure.
